The perpetual Guthrie 
Memorial trophy. will remain 
permanently on display in the 
Tulare County Fair office; 
winner each year will receive a 
silver dish, and name of the 
winner will be engraved on the 
perpetual trophy. 

At the award program 
Sunday morning were members 
of Guthrie’s family - his widow, 
Marian; his son, Less with his 
wife, Claudia, and their children, 
Jennifer and John; and Less’ 
sister, Lou Ann Weldon. 

Representing the Cattlemen’s 
association was Glen Fink, of 
Porterville, vice president of the 
association. 

In commenting on the award, 
Fink said the cattlemen had two 
purposes in mind: First, as an 
incentive to young people, and 
second, to keep alive the 
memory of one of Tulare 
county’s greatest cattlemen. 

Guthrie, who died in 1973, 
was a world-renown spokesman 
for the cattle industry, having 
served as president of the 
county, state and national 
associations. 


On the international scene, 
Guthrie served on a- team 
assigned by President Lyndon 
Johnson to study meat export 
opportunities in European 
countries; studied meat import 
situations of Australia and New 
Zealand, and was a member of a 
State Department delegation to 
Russia on the “People to 
People” program. 

The Guthrie cattle business in 
Tulare county dates back to 
1872 when Sarah Jane Box 
Guthrie settled her family in the 
White River area. 

Now in its fifth generation of 
operation under Less Guthrie’s 
management, the “home ranch” 
is still in southeastern Tulare 
county, but the original cow and 
calf operation has grown to 
include stockers, a feedlot, a 
3,000 acre farming operation 
involving eight crops, a trucking 
firm and steer manure processing 
plant. 

“To the cattle industry,” said 
Fink, “the Guthrie name _ is 
legendary. Through the John H. 
Guthrie Memorial award we 
hope to instill in our, young 
people this same pioneering 
spirit and the determination to 
become ‘top hands,’ as Guthrie 
was.” 


John ' Guthrie’s father, the 
late Less Guthrie, a former state 
assemblyman, and John’s 
mother, Flossie Guthrie who still 
resides in Porterville, 
homestedded in southeastern 
Tulare county in 1910.

splitting often occurs on green 
Navel oranges during September 
through November, starting at 
the navel end of the fruit, which 
is the weakest point of the rind. 

Splitting is not caused by any 
single factor, the farm advisor 
explains. Research work has 
been exploring this problem 
with Navel oranges and has not 
found a specific cultural practice 
associated as a cause. 

Studies have shown, however, 
that climate appears to have the 
greatest effect on splitting in 
Navel oranges, with Pehrson 
commenting that humidity and 
temperature seem to be involved 
since the occurrence of splits 
follows very closely the change 
from hot dry summer 
temperatures to more humid 
periods with morning dew and 
moisture accumulating on the 
fruits. 

Another malady, black. rot, 
also shows up about the same 
time with splitting, according to 
the farm advisor. This is caused 
by a fungus organism that 
develops navel. end rot along 
with splitting, premature color 
development, decay, and fruit 
drop. 

Pehrson explains that the 
fungus involved, Alternaria citri, 
apparently enters the navel end 
of small green fruits shortly after 
blossoming in the spring. The 
black rot remains quiet through 
the spring and summer, but 
becomes active as the fruits 
approach maturity. There has 
been no practical method of 
control developed to prevent the 
infection from getting 
established in the springtime. 

Pehrson summarizes the two 
conditions as continuous, long 
standing problems that growers 
of Navel oranges have faced for 
nearly 100 years. He says, “It is 
just one of those things that goes 
with growing this variety.”
